As ror the squad coached by Viktor Tikhonov 
and Vladimir Yurslnov the tour represented to alt 
Intents and purposes the final atoge In preparations 
for tho world championship duo next spring. Des- 
pite the team's success, culte a few problems arose 
which tho coaches will have to tackle In the na- 
tional championship. Only the performance of 
goalies Tretyak and Myshkin came up to the mark 
while there aro difficulties In the defenco and attack 
due to tho emergence of a group of budding players 
and the downgraded standards of several ace 
players. 

The young players, however, consistently went 
from strength to strength, doing particularly well In 
the Canadiens and Flyers games, with recruits Va- 
silyev and Semyonov scoring a goal each against 
the latter opposition. 

Viktor Tikhonov said after the games that ho had 
fielded several aspirants to the 1984 Olympic squad 
and that they had proved their worth. Noted spe- 
cialist Sam Pollack, who was formerly with Montreal 
and Is now coaching Canada's Olympic team, 
stressed Ira was going to study video-recordings of 
all six games, 

Minnesota manager Lou Nonny reckons that So- 
viet hockey now has soma edge but that the over- 
seas players and exports will bo working hard to 
eliminate It. Tho matches have bcnefillcd the game, 
bo slressod. and not Just Ihe two sides but tho mil 
linns of hockey fans too, who got a fine New Year's 
gift, the series' outcome not withstanding.

VIGNERON UP TO THE MARK 


Indoor pole vaulting world 
fx-iecqrd holder Thierry Vigne- 
foa of France scaled 560 cm, this 
•««>ni world Indoor best and 


only four centimetres outside 
the European mark. He com- 
poled In Ihe French athletes' 
first Indoor wlntor contest. 


Each player In this chess tour- 
nament was given not 2.5 hour* 
for Ihe first 40 moves as usual 
but only 45 minutes, and for the 
entire game at that, for the first 
time ever In the USSR. Soviet 
grandmasters decided to hold 
this tournament In Moscow. 
Their decision wos primarily ex- 
plained by their desire to orga- 
nize an Interesting — end quick 
—competition. 16 holders of 
the lop chess rank attended, 
among them a woman — twice 
world champion Maya Chlburda- 
oldze, who did quite well. 

The contest took three days 
to wind up (any tournament 
with the some field and played 
under the usual formula would 
take half a month) with each 
participant playing three games 
each night. 

The winner Lev Psskbli, twice 
national champion, polled 2.5 
points in tho finals.

rights. 

Ahead are the world challen- 
ger Beries quarterfinals, which 
will be attended by threo Soviet 
grandmasters — Alexander Be- 
lyavsky, Garry Kasparov and 
Vasily Smyslov.

New York. The March for 
ways to achieve a lust and last- 
id 2 uUlcmcnt In the Middle 
East should bo Hepped up, 
whllo (he Israeli aggressors and 
their American patrons should 
bo severely punished.

Bonn. Speaking [ n a nation, 
wide TV and radio broadcast 
Weal German President K. Car- 
stens emphasized that his deci- 
sion lo dissolve the current Bun- 
destag and lo hold new elections 
on March 6, had been no easy 
one. 

For whatever la being said In 
Germany and whatever articles 
of the ConaUtution are being In- 
voked the no-confidence vole In 
chancellor G. Kohl's govern- 
ment. which proved crucial lo 
Uie dissolution of the Bundestag 
and to the decision on new elec- 
tions, was created artificially. 
The leading CDU/CSU coalition 
and Ihe Free Democrats colluded 
In abstaining from voting. 

The Sodal Democratic Parly 
suggested a way of restoring a 
viable majority in parliament— 
and, consequently, the creation 
of a government which would 
have the support of the major- 
ity of deputies. The Social De- 
mocrats. proposed, as a first 
step, lhal ihe incumbent chan- 
cellor and his cabinet resign, 
but their proposal was rejected. 

It turned out that the Bundes- 
tag deputies of the ninth con- 
vocation finished their work far 
ahead ol the time prescribed by 
law. For many of Ihe deputies 
as Is being pointed out In the 
press, this means an end lo their 
political careeis. Several de- 
puties are refusing lo give in 
without a struggle and say they 
are going lo appeal agalnsl ihe 
president's decision In the con- 
stitutional court.

COMPUTER 
SEES THE WORLD 

Vision has become available 
to computers as well as the 
ability to evaluate Images in the 
way a human being does. 
Scientists at Latvia's Institute 
for Electronics and Computer 
Technology run by the Latvian 
SSR Academy oi Sciences have 
announced that they developed 
the video analyser, an original 
device based around a computer. 

A TV camera provides It wilh 
eyesight Tbe camera can be 
easily used together with a mic- 
roscope, a photocamcra or even 
t telescope. 

Human tenses are sometimes 
not adequate to tha task of 
Evaluating geometrical - shapes. 
The new device is very capable 
in this field es It can evaluate 
shapes and their area and peri- 
meter with e very high pre- 
cision. It can compare and cate- 
gorize various objects by ihelr 
external features. This is' help- 
ful in evaluating the quality of 
bulk materials, tho purity of 
lubricants and In finding struc- 
tural flaws In metals. 

The field of application of the 
video analyser ranges from Iho 
analysis of living cells to the 
processing Of astronomical pic- 
tures. 

The device can ensily bo tai- 
lored to any application as you 
need only several minutes to 
programme It. Such systems are 
called klt-programmsble as pro- 
grammes era stored In memory 
qnlls and can be arranged not 
unlike a children's kit. In addi- 
tion to Its many advantages . It 
can also receive information 
from remole sites and process 
both black-and-white and colour 
Images. . . . .

THE PULKOVO 
OBSERVATORY 

In I9H2 estronom-.'rs at tho 
famous Pulkovo ulMorvdlory. 
near Leningrad, completed a 
ma[or research programme. 

Their research has heen ac- 
rcleralcd and made more pre- 
else by new telescopes, Insiru- 
mentfl and tools equipped with 
automatic devices, sensitive elec- 
tronic and optical converters as 
well as pholoelemenis. 

The Infrared Argus-1 photo- 
meter, made by the Pulkovo as- 
tronomers, has facilitated the 
examination of hitherto unknown 
properties of special types 
of celestial objects. The itmo 
service Instruments have been 
equipped with special de- 
vices which automatically re- 
gister the passage of the 
stars. The data thus obtained 
Is recorded and supplied to In- 
ternational and Soviet centres of 
the Single Time Service for 
calculating corrections and de- 
termining etalon time. 

In 1983 the astronomers at 
Pulkovo will continue to study 
the physics of 1 tha Sun. New 
sophisticated Instruments will 
enable them to penetrate the 
mystery of lhe phenomena pre-

A TREE TO YOUR ORDER 

The selection of trees recently 
acquired a very promising 
dimension — Ihe use of living 
tissue transp’auts to produce 
new varieties of trees. The In- 
ventors are sdenUsts from Pet- 
rozavodsk. Ihe Karelian Auto- 
nomous Republic. 

They have proved that tissue 
transplants though harmless to 
donor trees draallcally change 
tha bloproccsa in the recipient, 
changing lhe structural pattern 
of its timber. The scientists also 
tound that tho recipient Inherits 
the best qualities of the donor 
provided Ibst the donor and the 
recipient belong to the same 
variety. Tests proved to be very 
successful on the famous Kare- 
lian birch which Is a valuable 
market commodity. 

The scientists are of the 
opinion that they are about to 
materialize the age-old dream of 
forestera— to grpw trees with 
preset texture of Umber njbfit- 
ing the highest market and art- 
istic requirements.
